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Upland Postoffice To Provide Increased Service Next Year 


Rural Routes 
Changed; Many 
Additions Made 


Drastic changes to extend foot 
deliveries in the city and estab- 
lish mounted 


delivery in areas 
which were formerly served by 
the rural route will be made 


soon after the first of the year 
by the Upland postoffice, 


This welcome news for many 
formerly ca the rural route, par- 
ticularly San Antonio Heights 
residents, was released today by 
Orton P. Brady, postmaster, who 
said that plans to estabilsh this 
increased mail service’ are just 
about completed and will be sub- 
mitted to the postmaster gen- 
eral’s office in Washington for 
approval within the next few 
days, 

Complete details cannt be giv- 
er, out as yet, Mr. Brady said, 
until the entire plan has received 
the “go ahead” sign from nation- 
al postal authorities. However, 
he did disclose a few, highlights 
of the revised schedule. 

First Time 

The establishment of mounted 
deliveries in certain sections of 
the city will be the first time in 
the history of the local postoffice 
that such a service has been used, 
Mr. Brady said. It will provide 
or many people more convenient 
Service since the mail will be 
delivered directly to their homes | 
instead of a point a block or two 
away. 

Residents on the extreme city 
limits,, both east and, west, will 
be placed on mounted delivery, 
resulting in more frequent and 
convenient mail service.. Mail now 


will be taken in all homes be- 
tween Central and Baker. ave- 
nues. 


A significant improvement’ for 
Heights. residents will be the .ad- 
dition of mail service to the 
homes on Electric avenue, Park 
boulevard, Terrace drive, Hill- 
crest drive and Cypress drive. 
Since mail will be delivered to 
street numbers instead of box 
numbers, it will be necessary for 
people in the Heights to begin 
using house numbers. 

(A committee was appointed 
recently by Heights’ firemén to 
investigate the _ pessibilities: of + 
placing numbers on all homes in 
the Heights.) 

New Service 

Other additions under the new | 
se.vice would include mail service } 
at the junction of Arrow high-? 
way and Ninth street on the east 
side of town. The carrier here 
would travel east to Grove ave- 
nue, south to Arrow highway, 
east to the Ninth-Arrow junction 
and scuth and west to the post- 
office, 

Residents off Eyclid avenue 
above Foothill boulevard will also 
be in for more convenient serv- 
ice, For example, where formerly 
mail for homes on Thirteenth 
street was left in boxes on Euc- 
lid avenue, it will be delivered 
directly to the homes. 

These are only a few of the 
changes contemplated under the 
new plan, Mr. Brady said, and 
complete details of the new 
routes will be announced as soon 
as the whole project is approved 
in Washington.
